On Tuesday afternoon ibo L'niun State 
Kxeeutivef '..liiruittee met according to call, 
lion. Tucker Woodson in the Chair. After 
consultation it «w agreed to invite one 
Union man from each Congressional Dis- 
trict to act with the Committee in selecting 
a candidate for the office of State Treasurer. 
The general feeling seemed to be in favor 
of nominating CoL Geo. T. Wood, of Hurt 
county, who being present asked that the 
CaantlntBB* would not put his name in 
nomination, as pt easing private business 
v .mi. I not allow him to make the canvass. 

The Committee then adjourned to meet 
at the committee room of the House of Rep- 
resentatives at 7 o'clock, that l>eing half an 
hour prior to the meeting of the Union Cau-

me;, and after full discussion nominated 
('apt. W. I>. Neale, of Madison county, as 
tin- Cnion caudidate for State Treasurer. 
Alter authorizing a eomuiiltPe to prepare 
a:i .i ldress to the jieople of Kentucky, the 
meeting adjourned.

The second thing I would suggest is a care- 
ful investigation of w hat I call your news- 
juiper strength.

Thi-y 
ought to be adopted and supported. Their 
i-sues ought to W circulated. They ought 
to he put in the hands of all the reading 
men of the State. There is another class ol 
newspaper.-, in the State, whose position is 
not very well defined, and, in my judg- 
ment, it is incumbent upon the l'nion par- 
ty to require i f those win conduct them a 
frank and full explanation of their views, 
ami thus you can organize whit maybe 
• ailed your newspaper strength. 

| iN' KRT WITH STATE OfFI" IAI.S. 

1 \voul«i also advise a full and thorough con- 
sultation, aitu frank explanation, 1. iv.e. u 
the Uuion party and tiie State officials. 
I have had the pleasure of meeting a 
number of y. ur Slate officers, some o! 
v. boin I have thought '•.sound,' ami BMM 
m iv be doubtlul. 1 think the position of 
all state officers sh >uld l^e defined to the 
I'ni'in party of the State. You ought to 
secure the full, frank and cordial co-opera- 
tion ot all State officers who will agree 
with you in opinion. You ought to allow- 
no aUhMMW in the past to separate you, 
if you are together on tbe great questions 
of to-day. 1 hoped to find the Chief Exec- 
utive of "the State present to-night. I am 
swished, from what 1 know that it needs 
but fraukuess to bring him in perfect har- 
mony ami sympathy with the l'nion party 
Ol the State." 

REVISE OK KEOERAI. A 1 'POI ST.M I'XTS. 

I think, al*o, that there ou^iht to be a 
thorough revision of ih" list of Federal 
appofatawaai iu the Stale. [Applause.] 
We are all virtuous, 1 know, and I would 
not intimate that there is a man in the Slate 
Kho can l>e c ontrolled by Federal patron- 
age. However, there ought to be, as I say, 
a thorough revision of the Federal appoint- 
ments on the civil and military list, au.l U 
ther«» is a man in the State. holding otiire un- 
der the <iener.il (iovernmeut whose heart is 
not with the true I nif.u farty, you oughl 
to make immediate upplieatiou for his re- 
moval. If you fail to do it, you yourselves 
are to blame and not lb- (Jovermnent. 1 
haw I >u t a single case in my mind, though 
tber • may lie more. A postmaster in a lit- 
tle town in the State, called a convention 
th" other day of conservative men. as he 
s:yi. .i it— the constitutional, extra-double- 
(li-ii!]ed conservatives. If I had control of 
that appointment, I would say like tlx 
I nitch actor in tbe ptay, "off mil his head.' 
[LaaghitC and aaalaaaa.] You ought to 
raws th>* list, and if you find men too con 
stitutionall v conservative to ac* with the 
friends of the Union in the State, I would 
lake off their heads. 1 would insist upon 
the appointment being conferred upon men 
w ho can act in hunnouv with the aims af 
tiie (ioverument. Upon that point I desire 
to be verj- distinctly un.l. rst. i . d. I would 
not confine it to mere civil appointments, 
but let it embrace both civil and military 
and be complete and thorough. 

A I. LOW NO NEUTRALITY. 

1 would then, afier having organized and 
having ascertained your resources, in the 
press and in stx-li state officers as sympa- 
thize with you, and in the revision of the 
li»; of Federal appointments, I would com- 
mence an open, offensive campaign, in 
which there should lie no neutrals. [Ap- 
plause.] I would fight my enemies because 
they v ere my enemies, and I would fight 
neutrals because tbey were not my friends. 
That is a sufficient reason. It is the only 
method by which success is possible, in any 
organization, civil or military. If a man i- 
your enemy, ope - .' and distinct, well defined 
in his plans, stnke him. If a mau is neu- 
tral — neither hot nor cold— neither your 
friend nor your enemy, strike him, because 
he is not your friend — bui strike. [Ap- 
plause.] Let there be no neutrals, no ]>o- 
litical cow-boys on this question, that cry 
good Lord and good devil, not knowing in- 
to whose hands they will fall. I^et them 
understand it is more dangerous for them 
to fall into your hands tban into anybody 
else's, and you will get them. 

fiKJETTOF ORGANIZATION. 

But this organization is not for the mere 
purpose of organization. It is to attain an 
end that you deem e-sentiai to ihe welfare 
of our common country. And first, the 
distinguishing feature of the Union party 
of Kentucky is presented by its name. It 
is and ought to be, and must l>e distin- 
guished for its devotion to the Union [ap- 
plause];; and, I may say thst you are as 
well defined by what you are not as by 
what you are. You are not the men who 
believed, during the struggle of the Got- 
ernment with this gigantic rebellion, that 
the country could be saved by no more 
men and no more money. You cannot be 
of tbe men who think that, tbe experiment 
of war having failed, the Government must 
come down on its knees, and resort to ne- 
gotiation. You are for the oouutry and for 
the Government, The name you have 
assumed sufficiently explains your pur- 
pose. You are necessarily opposed to all 
those who are in arms against the Govern- 



those who are in arms against the Govern- 
ment. [Applause.] 

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

The practical issue of your organization 
and its results, is, opposition to slavery, 
and a demand for its overthrow, by the 
adoption of the Constitutional Amendmeut. 
That, in itself, is a plain, tangible proposi- 
tion. As has been suggested by the gentle- 
man who preceded me, you will be an- 
swered in your apjieals by one single class 
of arguments. You will be told that you 
are in favor of negro equality, and a great 
■Maw good men may bo misled to believe 
it. The hest way to answer those who 
aaanji negro equality upon you, is the way 
I heard Mr. Lincoln answ er a man in Illi- 
nois. The man charged Mr. Lincoln with 
being in favor of negro eqality, and Mr. 
Lincoln asked him if be was iu favor of it 
himself. "No," said the man, "I am op- 
posed to it." "Well," said Mr. Lincoln, "if 
I w ere in your place, I would be opposed to 
it, because there is some danger iu your 
case, but there is none in mine.' You w ill 
have 'negro ♦•quality' served up to you in 
everv conceivable shape. It will be like 
the mutton : 
"Mutton hot and mutton cold, 
Mutton young and mutton old, 
Mutton tender and mutton tough, 
In the name of God, haven't you got 
enough?' ' 

AITKAL TO PREJUDICE. 
But the hour is past, I hope, when free- 
men are to be induenccd by the low est and 
dirtiest appeals to our nature. The time 
has come, I hope, when great questions can 
be discussed without these low appeals to 
low prejudices. If these men shall succeed 
si! a nvincing the people of Kentucky that 
it is possible to place negroes on an equali- 
tv v. it li them, then I shall despair for tbe 
pSSfpiS of the State. I have listened to men 
argue that some were in favor of making 
the asjjra the equal of tbe white man, and 
I have seen men indignant at the sug:;- >- 
lion. Lut no man need fear the verdict of 
ihe people upon an issue of that sort, 1 s> 
asass the people have no such apprehen- 
sion. And Ihose politicians, who argue that 
it is possible to put the m groon an ♦ 'quality 
with the while man, must have a very poor 
opinion of their audiences. If I believed it 
was possible to put the negro upon an 
equality with you. my opinion of you 
would be very much lowered indeed. 
These gentlemen think tbe people are asses 
w hen they talk to them of negro (quality. 

< iOV KKN.M KM l'ATRONAO E. 

You will receive the e.s-istance of the 

Oaaatal Gkwatrasasal in the proper mi of 

tiie li.iv. rnmeiit patronage. 1 am author- 
ized (a BUT, and 1 know it is true, that the 
Administration desires that its power wil I 
be employed for the support at the true 
l'nion party oi this State. Lut that patron- 
age must Bf directed and controlled by you. 

WE SHALL HAVE 1'HOTKC'i'ION. 

The next point is, you will be protected 
all over tbe State of Kentucky. | Applause.] 
To secure this, there must be an active BO* 
!• i aJ organization, to the support of which 
ihe-e forces ♦•an be directed. It must B8 
idive in all parti of the Slate, and I take it 
upon myself to say, and I say w hat I know- 
true, that wherever in this State of 
Kentucky, during the coming canvass, the 
rue, earnest Union men wish to appearand 
I., sp- ak, they shall be protected iu speak- 
ing. The time has parsed, in this country, 
wl.en free speech !■ to be understood as the 
liberty of mouthing treason. If I desired 
an inscription upon'my monument, afier I 
hsvs passed from this earth, it should la-, 
"ILre lias the champion of free sj>eeeh." 
l'.ut that free speech does not imph 
that the traducer of the Govern- 
neut, and the defamer of the 
principles upon which it is hands*!, shall 
'•• protected in his lying utterances. There 
ire a certain class of questions that men 
may discuss, but there are questions that 
do not admit of di-cussion. You have tbe 
right to discuss the principles of the Gov- 
ernment, and you have the right to freely 
criticise the actions ot every public mau, 
but you have no right, either with the bay- 
onet, or w ith a lying, slanderous tongue, to 
stab the vitals* of the (ioverument; and 
when the recording angel shail, ac the last 
day, inquire into the conduct of men w ith 
raspers toths dseds done in the body, the 
darkest and blackest recorded there will be 
the lj ing villainies embodied in the words 
uttered by the friends of the traitors who 
have brought this war upon the country. 
Applause.] I would not judge a man very 
. osslv by what he said. I would give 
him the benefit of a literal construction in 
the matter o! words, but my idea is that a 
man has no right to utter treason, not be- 
lieving it, or to utter treason, believing it. 
In one case, be is simply a liar, and in tbe 
OttV r he is a traitor. In either case, those 
iu power owe it to the loyal people of this 
State that his mouth shall be closed. [Ap- 
plause.] 

TREEDOM OK ELECTIONS. 

The freedom of electious will be main- 
tained in this State. 1 am for the right af 
BOS SS 1*1 Spa to every man who has the 
light to exercise it. Lut there are some 
men who have forfeited that right. I un- 
derhand that a gentleniau from down tin 
river, artSOSS first name is that of the man 
who sat at the rich man's table (alluding 
to Lazarus Powell), says that he has 
got the law so passed that shoulder-straps 
. annot interfere in the elections. Well, the 
■aotlhlai Stfaps that would interfere ille- 
gally ought to be taken off. It is true that 
on.-e in a while the public safety is the law, 
and it may la- necessary to lay the military 
hands gently upon traitors, that they may 
not get the advantage of true l'nion men; 
but that is an exception, just as the exercise 
of tbe right of sell-defense is an exception 
in tbe rule of individuals. The rule is, 
i bat the freedom of elections must be 
maintained, and tbe laws of electious 
must be enforced. Ily Ihe laws of your 
state certain dassss of men are not entitled 
;o vote. They are bound to keep the peace; 
mil I am iu favor of their continuing in 
bond-. I would propose that these bonds 
shall operate in the nature of naturaliza- 
tion laws. The foreigner conies into this 
country a republican iu the land of his 
birth, devoted to our institutions, but he is 
ignorant of our language, and we require 
of him five years' probation, that he may 
iearn to do that which his heart desires. 
These men are enemies of the Government, 
and the mildest view we can take of them 
is, that they are ignorant of its principles, 
and live > ears probation would be a very 
short term for them to serve, I think. I 
know that the hand which has just laid 
dow n a rebel musket should not be al- 
low. -d to pick up a ballot. As I have re- 
marked before, the l'nion men of the State 
would, I think, l*e better off, if they were 
driven to either alternative, to say, "Take 
your musket; you can do less harm with 
that than with your votes." Therefore you 
must have freedom of elections. Those 
who have a right to vote must vote; those 
who have not a right, must not vote. It is 
for the L'nion men to proclaim this as the 
policy of the Government — to proclaim it 
from every stump, and make it so plain 
that the wayfaring man, though a fool, may 
not err therein. The people must be told 
that all who are entitled to vote shall vote, 
and that none others will. [Applause.j 
You cannot be too plain on this subject in 
talking to rebels. 

ASSURANCES THAT MEAN SOMETHING. 
Then 1 can say, in conclusion, that the 
true Union party will have the cordial 
sympathy and co-operation of the military 
officers o! this department. So fur as I am 
concerned, I hope I need not give that as- 
surance. So far as Ihose who are subordi- 
nate to me are concerned, I will give the 
assurance for them. I do not know to-daj' 
of a single military officer in my command 
whose heart is not with the true Union par- 
ty of this State. If there is any such man, 
th>re are commands out of Kentucky for 
which he is much better adapted than 
where he is. I think I should adopt the 
course that General Jackson did to uiaxc 
bis Cabinet a unit; he made changes, and 
kept making changes until he made his 
Cabinet a unit, and then it was discovered 
that General Jackson was tbe unit himself. 
'. Applause.] The Union party may calcu- 
late with tbe most implicit confidence upon 
ympathy of the military officers of

The two houses of the British Parliament 
in order to exhibit the sentiments of the 
people tbey repr* sent, Lords and Commons, 
have iu the customary way united in an 
address to tho Lxecutive. the Queen, re- 
questing her in any communication she 
may make to her Minister here to express 
the sympathy of the Parliament with the 
distress of the American people at the » s- 
sassinatiou of the President, and their ab- 
norience of tho crime. The address was 
moved by Karl Kussell iu the House of 
Lords and by Sir G. Grey in tho Commons, 
and the newspapers report in full the 
speeches made b\' tho leaders in both 
houses of the two great parlies of the king- 
dom, viz: Karl Russell for the whig or ad- 
miuistr ition pariy and Lord Derby for the 
lory party in the Lords, and Sir G. Grey 
and Mr. Disraeli, representing respectively 
the same parties, in the Commons. 

Considering that Karl Kussell is Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs, aud is there- 
fore bound to speak with diplomatic cau- 
tion so as not to contravene the existing of- 
ficial relations of the two countries', his 
speech, except in one or two minor points, 
is unexceptionable aud justifies the infer- 
ence that as soon as that official relation is 
changed and adjusted to tho new condition 
w hich recognizes the re-establishment of 
the power of the Government ot the 1'nited 
Sta'es over the whole of its territory, no 
one will be more prompt to accord to us the 
full benefit of the event than Karl Russell. 

The speech of Sir George Grey, of the 
same party, in the lower house, was not 
worded wi'h such diplomatic care as Karl 
Russell's, but was more open in indicating 
that his feelings were and had been with us 
in the struggle. The few words by which 
this was shown provoked expressions of 
dissent from our opposers in the house — 
met of course by cheers from our friends— 
but Sir George, having no de\siro to excite 
discussion, did not dwell on his point. 

Mr. Disraeli, leader of tho lory party in 
the house, spoke very properly aud feel- 
ingly to his subject and said nothing objec- 
tionable. Lord Derby, however, in the 
lords, leader of the tories and premier 
w hen that party was in power, showed no 
such good taste, lie was not able to con- 
ceal his vexation at the present condition 
of the rebellion and exhibited his sympa- 
thy with and admiration for that cause by 
commending and glorifying tho rebel lead- 
ers for the way they had, as he asserted, 
conducted the war. Iu the face of such ev- 
idence as in all questions of state is consid- 
ered conclusive, ho ignored their crimes 
md spoke of the "manly and forbearing'' 
DoaCM they had adopted "while struggling 
for everything dear to them." Indetd.be 
SBSBSSi to regard the assassination more »s 
a blunder tban a crime, and to regret it, 
prlartpaHj. far tfct rrll it might bring on 
his favorites. As Lord Derby is the head 
of the aristocratic party of Great Britain, 
and may therefore be regarded as the expo- 
nent of Knglish aristocratic opinion aud 
desire concerning the Unitenl States, it may 
be well to quote some of his commenda- 
tions on the "manly aud forbearing" con- 
duct of the rebels and contrast them with 
f u-ts which prove that their conduct was ag- 
gravating and barbarous beyond example 
in history, and that notwithstanding such 
forbearance and magnanimity on the part 
of the Government as to have exposed tbe 
Administration from some quarters to the 
charge of imbecility. 

Here is a portion of what Lord Derby 
says: 

For tbe crime itself no pal- 
liation can be offered. There may bo a dif- 
ference of opinion as to the merits of the 
two parties who are contending, ono tor 
empire, tho other for independence; but 
there can be no difference of opinion as to 
tbi»: That the holiest and purest of all 
causes is desecrated by any attempt to pro- 
mote it by a measure so infamous as this. 
If it was possible to believe that the Con- 
federate authorities encouraged or sympa- 
thized with or did not express their abhor- 
rence at this crime, I should say they had 
committed w hat was more than a crime— a 
gross blunder— because a cause that requir- 
ed or submitted to be promoted by the 
crime of assassination would lose all sym- 
pathy and alienate every kindly feeling to- 
ward itself by which its supporters {Lord 
l)erbi/ and his compeers) may be actuated. 
Hut 1 am as well satisfied as 1 can be of 
anything that this detestable act of assas- 
sination is so entirely alien to the w hole 
spirit iu which the South has e-onducted 
this war— to the courageous, the manly, 
aud at the same tiuie the forbearing (!) 
course which they have adopted iu strug- 
gling for everything dear to them— that 1 
am convinced that, apart from the error of 
judgment which would have been inv Lvcd 
iu sanctioning such a crime, they caucot 
have beeu guilty of so great a blunder, and 
cannot have failed to expiess their detesta- 
tion of it; and at the samo time to feel that 
no step which could have been taken could 
have indicted so great au injury on their 
own cause. 

The whole tenor of this extract justifies 
the suspicion that Lord Derby more than 
half believes that the Confederate author- 
ities a cre concerned in the assassination as 
parties thereto, aud hence, he attempts to 
argue himself out of the belief by finding 
inconsistency between their abetment of 
such an act and the "forbearing'' course 
a ith which, as be saj's, they have hitherto 
conducted the war. He exhibits too much 
vexation at the "blunder" to justify confi- 
dence in bis sincerity wdien he asserts his 
non-belief in the complicity of the rebel 
leaders in that blunder. The fuller proofs 
developed and developing, by the trial now 
in progress, will make it still more difficult 
for my lord to maintain hereafter his argu- 
ment of incredulity. 

In regard to his lordship's present en- 
dorsement of the "manly and forbearing"' 
course adopted by the rebels in tho war, 
thousands of contrary instances of damn- 
ing character would appear, were we to cite 
every act of dishonor, perfidy, and cruelty 
of the armed rebels in the field, none ot 
which the rebel authorities in the cabinet 
condemned. Such, for instance, as the 
murder of negro teamsters, the massacre of 
negro garrisons after surrender, or the 
withholding lmm negro soldiers, captured 
in open battle, the rights and privileges of 
prisoners of war; but instead thereof, con- 
signing such as were not killed iu cold 
blood, to slavery in the States, destroying 
railroad trains and steamboats conveying 
innocent passengers, robbing and hanging 
citizens in the South, suspected of being 
Union men, making drinking cups from 



the skulls and rings from the bones of our 
soldiers slain at Bull Ruu, ifcc, &c. But 
omitting instances of this character which 
have been innumerable during the war, we 
will refer only to some of those other acts 
which tbe rebel authorities directed or 
connived at, and for which they were di- 
rectly responsible, or which belonged to tho 
normal condition of general barbarism of 
the rebel masses, adopted without dissent 
by the authorities as true representatives of 
that barbarism. If Lord Derby be not 
cognizant of these acts, it must be because 
he has willully shut his eyes and ears and 
refused to see or hear any thing to the dis- 
credit of his favorites, but if he be familiar 
with them, he must, from what he says, 
approve them as being within tho rules of 
war and not adverse to a "manly and for- 
bearing" course, and his lordship may 
himself select the alternative. 
We will cite some of these ads : 
1. The plot to kidnap aud carry to Rich- 
mond, and failing in this, to murder the 
President aud other officers so selected, as 
to check government operations, and dur- 
ing tbe confusion to seize such advantages 
to tne rebellion as in the expectation of 
those in the plot, would be sufficient to en- 
sure the triumphant establishment of the 
Confederacy. The officers of the govern- 
ment to be thus dealt with are known to 
have been, besides the President, the Vico 
President, Speaker of the House, Secre- 
taries of State and of War, and the Lieu- 
lenant-General commanding the army. 
The plot as a coup d'etat failed, but as the 
wo. Id too well knows, brought death to 
President Lincoln and a deadly assault ou 
Mr. Seward, Secretary of State. Not only 
the evidence on the trial but the internal 
evidence of the facts make it next to a cer- 
tainty that the rebel government projected 
or adopted tho scheme. 

'1. The design of burning all tho shipping 
staling from Northern ports, and all the 
boats plying on the rivers by new devices 
by which the incendiaries would operate 
safely to themselves and with certuiuty. 
HM a) incendiaries being ignorent men, not 
understanding the means but only the ef- 
fect of the work in which they were engag- 
ed. From this it is clear that the effect was 
not to appear until some time alter the 
means were applied : In other words, that 
the ship or boat would be well ou*. on its 
voyage before taking fire, thus making the 
death of all on board almost a certainty. 
The evidence that the rebel authorities were 
engaged in this is from documents found 
in Richmond, one of which bears the en- 
dorsement of Jeff. Davis himself. 

3. The burningof Northern cities, attempt- 
ed on New Y'ork, Philadelphia, and Chi- 
cago, and in New York progressing so far 
as to the setting tii* simultaneously to all 
tho largo hotels, with their thousands of 
helpless inmates, the sick and the aged, 
and w omen and children— the perpetrators, 
reckless or perhaps even rejoicing in the 
anticipated horrors. This most devilish 
design has been well fastened ou the rebel 
authorities, tbe preliminaries having been 
given out at Richmond; but these were not 
understood until the almost consummated 
deed aud the correspondence with the reb- 
els in Canada, furnished tho key. 

4. Abusing Ihe hospitality of a neighbor- 
ing neutral country, by organizing there and 
sending out bauds of desperadoes, one to at- 
tack a small village on our extreme north- 
ern frontier, assaulting the harmless inhab- 
itants, and robbing them and plundering a 
b ink; others equipping pirute vessels iu the 
ports of these neutrals on the lakes, or en- 
tering as passengers or crew, on a merchant 
steamer, and rising during the voyage and 
taking possession and carrying the vessel 
into a port of that neutral country. All 
these perfidious acts perpetrated more than 
u thousand miles from the seat of active 
war, were sanctioneel by the rebel authorities 
in Richmond, and pronounced by them 
just, as iu retaliation for damage done to 
the rebels on tbe actual battle-field. 

5. The compelling continued performance 
of military service by thirty thousand Con- 
federate soldiers captured at Yicksburg 
who had given paroles to return to their 
homes until exchanged. These were re- 
strained from fulfillment of the parole but 
were collected together aud in violation of 
the terms of the surrender were driven 
back to fight. The brazen impuieuce and 
thoroughly mendacious hypocrisy neces- 
sary to encounter the infamy of this act of 
perfidy could be found only in one set of 
men on earth; the rebel authorities under 
control of the chief authority tho reprobate 
Jeff. Davis. 

(J. Making mines filled with gunpowder 
under Libby prison, in Richmond, the rebel 
Capitol, where tho prisoners of war, cap- 
tives in rebel hands wereconliued with the 
avowe-d inten'ion of blowing up the whole 
in case a certain United States cavalry ex- 
pedition, then in progress, should succeed 
in entering the city. And subsequently iu 
the same spirit setting fire to the cit}- when 
they were evacuating it. 

7. The attempt of a rebel American prac- 
ticing as a physician in Bermuda to infect 
bed-clothing and weuriug apparel with the 
virus of yellow fever, designing to intro- 
duce the disease by this means into the 
large cities of the United States. This dev- 
ilish scheme was developed by a board of 
examining magistrate*. It did not appear 
on tho examination that the rebel authori- 
ties were accessories to the plot, but the im- 
probability that all the risk, labor and ex- 
pense was incurred by an individual and 
the close correspondence in character with 
tho other vile deeds of which they were 
guilty make it entirely probable that this 
diabolical contrivance was their own. It 
may at least serve to show the animus of 
the rebel mind, and to account for there 
having been any rebellion, f >r it seems to 
us a necessity that the instigators must 
have had hearts of devils to be willing 
without cause, to plunge the country in an 
ocean of blood irom a condition of happi- 
ness unknown before to any nation on 
earth. 

Blackburn escaped to Canada, but has 
been arrested there, aud examined, and it 
appears that tho C nfederate authorities 
were implicated in the devilish scheme, 
and furnished tho means to carry it out. 

!S. The establishment over tho whole 
South of an unprincipled and cruel despot- 
ism under which Union men were impov- 
erished, maltreated, and often slain for no 
offence, the property of Northern men was 
ruthlessly, illegally and dishonorably 
seized, "and even unresisting inhabitants 
made to take part in the rebellion by press- 
ing them into military service besides com- 
pelling them to yield their property with- 



out equivalent, under color of a purchase 
with mock money, well kuown to bo irre- 
deemable and worthless. 

9. Tho most horrible of all— subjecting 
the prisoners of war, captives in their hands 
to a system of continuous cruelty unknow n 
iu the aunals of the world; starving them 
slowly but persistingly to death or to 
idiocy; freezing them naked in wintei or 
exposing them unsheltered to tho fierce 
rays of a Southern summer sun, and this 
through many long months— wantonly for 
the poor sullerers would have been glad to 
make shelter for themselves out of the am- 
ple forest near them, and food was abun- 
dant as Sherman proved. All this on an 
organized system of savage cruelty applied 
iu all the Southern prisons. In one of 
them, Andersonville, full thirty thousand 
iniserables were thus huddled together in a 
stockaded field, little better than a marsh 
and filled with fetid uuisauces, open to the 
sky exposed to the glaring sun or pelting 
storm, and to crown the whole, guarded by 
sentinels encouraged to shoot the prisoners 
ou frivolous pretexts by promise of fur- 
loughs as rewards. All this and more has 
been amply established by evidence— and 
also the reverse in regard to rebel prisoners 
in our hands who fared better, except in 
bfcing confined, tban iu the ranks of their 
own army— and yet— can it be believed that 
audacity can be carried so far— on every 
convenient occasion that canting scouudrel 
Jeff. Davis kept up an incessant lying 
whine about our cruelty to rebel prisoners! 

Let Lord Derby, when next he speaks of 
the "manly aud forbearing course that the 
rebels aik>pted in conducting the war," ex- 
plain what he means by such words in the 
face of such facts.

A MOOT AND CONDITION OF THE SCHOOL 
FIND. 

The invested common school fund of the 
State of Kentucky amounts, in the aggre- 
gate, to $1,641,13". 7;,, consisting of f 1,:^7,- 
636 |S invested in State bonds, and $73,WKi 
in shares of the capiul stock of the Bank 
of Kentucky. Of the bonds held by the 
Board of Education, four, amounting to 
♦306,365 74, bear interest at the rate ot six 
percent, per annum, and five, amounting 
to $1,2*9.270 01, interest at the rate of five 
per cent, per annum. Theinterest realized 
from these sources is increased bv the in- 
come of a tax of five cents on every hun- 
dred dollars' worth of taxable property in 
the State; of a tax of fifty cents on everv 
share of t >*. capital stock of the Bank ot 
Ashland, the Commercial Bank, the Far- 
mers' Bank, and the People's Bank; ani of 
a tax on the surplus of the Farmers' Bank; 
and occasionally by payments into the 
treasury of fines aud forfeitures for gam- 
bling. 

The whole number of children in the 
Stat*, between the ages of six and eighteen 
years, as shown by a comparison of tue re- 
turns of the assessors of tax and the re- 
ports of the common school commissioners 
lor the year 1*64, was 28S«,470. The whole 
amount ol money set apart and apportion- 
ed to these children out of the revenue of 
the school fund, prcper, was $fti3,417 70, af- 
fording an allowance of ninety-one cents 
to each child. The net balance left in the 
Treasury to the credit of the School Fund, 
proper, was f 1,557 33. 

Commissioner Oliver Lucas reports for 
Jeflerson county as follows: 

Whole number of children 23,211' 

Highest number at school 6,953 

Lowest number at school 5,540 

Average number at school 6,2b4i 

In Louisville the schools are taught ten 
months at a cost for each child of about 
tl 75 per month. 

The Board of Education consists of John 
M. Harlan, E. L. Vanwinkle, and Daniel 
Stevenson. The latter ia also Superintend- 
ent ot Public Instruction, 
eludes his interesting report 

It is believed, however, that, by a little 
effort on the part of Commissioners, many 
of the cities and towns of the State in 
which no such system of Common Schools 
has been established as is contemplated in 
the section of the law quoted, could be in- 
duced to establish graded schools. These 
schools are cheaper and better than anv 
other schools which propose to accomplish 
the same amount of good. They cab be 
made to combine all the advantages of the 
academy with those of the ordinary prima- 
jy or district school, and, as Common 
Schools, to afford these advantages as 
abundantly to the poor as to the rich. 

"THE STATS TEACHERS' ASSOCIATION. 

I had hoped to be able, sometime during 
the year 1864, to organize the "State Teach- 
ers' Association" provided for in the ninth 
section of the second article of the Revised 
School Laws, but was compelled, for sever- 
al reasons, to defer the attempt for the 
time. It ia now my purpose to organize 
the association this year, and the city of 
Lexington has been selected as the place of 
the meeting, the teachers of the public 
schools, tue school officers of the city, and 
others, having, through the Rev. Wm. M. 



The William Preston Johnston reierred 
to is the son of Oeueral Albert Sydney 
Johnston, who was killed at Shiloh.

Its present condition, alas! is not 
altogether uulike Wirt's painting of the 
reverse view of Blennerhassett 's island 
after the blight. There are few of the 
young men of Louisville whose defection 
into treason was more deplored than that 
of William Preston Johnson. When he 
started he plunged in over head and ears. 
He seemed to us, on the day he made his 
debut a9 a tr dtor, to l>e in ■ raging frenzy.

Bowlinh Green, Ky., May 25, 1805. 

There has been an unusual fall of rain 
tins season, and farmers were much behind 
in their spring work. Friday the heavens 
were opened and rain poured in torrents, 
the like of which has not been seen often 
since tbe flood. 

Drake's creek rose with frightful rapidity 
sweeping with its resistless current every- 
thing before it. The rise from % A. M. to <! 
P. M. Saturday, was forty-five feet. The 
oldest inhabitant recollects nothing like it. 
The scenes along its banks were perfectly 
appalling. Skagg's mill early yielded to 
the resistless torrent; J. R. Madison's mill 
followed; II. Larmoii's fared not much 
I letter; Row's saw mill was swept away, 
but his large flouring mill being weighted 
down with largo quantities of wheat. Ac, 
was saved, though the water came into the 
third story. The farms along either side 
of the creek are swept of everything in the 
shape of fencing, barns, Ac. 

'! he line bridge belonging to the county 
succumbed to the torrent, and joined the 
mighty rush for the great ocean. Tbe 
bridge over Baren river, built by the mili- 
tary authorities, is badly damaged, and 
can only be crossed by footmen. The tres- 
tlework at the railroad bridge was entirely 
washed away. Two spans of the iron 
hridne were up, but the third span has 
uever been replaced since its destruction by 
the rebels, on their evacuation of Bowling 
Green. 

The bridge over Caspar river was carried 
away. McPherson's store'aud large tobac- 
co warehouse was swept oil". Mr. McP. had 
no time to ge: out anything. Parties went 
to his rescue on a raft, and within live min- 
utes everything was floating down the 
stream. A box was picked up from the 
river with *1,4<K), which he left in the house. 
Frank Jackson's barn, stables, aud fences 
were swept off by the remorseless flood. 
The rebellion swept oil' all his "niggers." 
" I 'crily, mkosji the Lord luvrt/i he chastenelh.'' 

Tens of thousands of dollais would not 
repay the damages. Tne railroad company 
are repairing the military bridge in order 
to get material across to erect new trestle- 
work at the railroad bridge. 

Passengers and baggage now have to be 
transferred at the railroad bridge, but the 
company will have the connections ail 
right this week. Sunday morning crowds 
were ou tbe banks of the river all day 
looking at the wrecks of houses, mills, 
bridges, fences, Ac, as they lloated by. 

We noticed the correspondent of the 
Democrat, W. U. P., busy eyeing the"Kui- 
erald" and the "Black Diamond," all of 
which, if you choose, you may see an ac- 
count in that sheet.

Trial of the Conspirators. 

WASHiN<noN,May 25.— On opening the 
court for the trial of the conspirators this 
morning, at the request of Mr. Coxe the 
record was corrected by excluding from 
the evidence the oath of allegiance pur- 
porting to be signed by O'Laughlin, as the 
witi.ess could not swear positively to the 
signature. 

Mr. Randall testified that he knew the 
prisoner Arnold. He found in his carpet- 
hag some letters, papers, clothing, a revol- 
ver and cartridges. The revolver was 
handed him. 

Mnj. Marsh testified that he was an oili- 
cer in a Maryland regiment from l»0l to 
1804. He was a prisoner and couiined in 
L : bby prison from June, 1*03, to March, 
1S04. 

Tc Judge Holt: I was detained when 
captured, two weeks at Winchester on ac- 
count ofheaUh. My health improving, I 
was forced to march to Stanton, and was 
treated kindly on the road by the escort. 
First rations at Libby prison were small 
but tolerably fair. A half loaf of bread was 
given each man, with four ouuees of meat 
and several spoonfuls of rice. After four 
months mei t us a regular thing was stop- 
ped. Tbeu we were deprived of wheat 
bread and furnished with what was called 
corn bread and very coarse. I have known 
prisoners to bo without meat three or four 
weeks at a time. We had a lew potatoes of 
the worst kind. A meeting of prisoners 
was held and a remonstrance sent to the 
autborties. Col. Ould replied: "The treat- 
ment was good enough aud better than that 
of rebel prisoners." After being there live 
months, I was taken sick with dropsy from 
the bad treatment and sent to hospital. 
While there I saw men brought in from 
Belle Isle in a starving condition. Out of 
40 at least twelve died the li r- 1 night. The 
surgeon told me that this was caused by 
want of good treatment. Two of our pris- 
oners escaped; which made Maj. Turner, in 
charge of the prison, become more insult- 
ing. 

Turner removed us from the hospital to 
Libby prisou, in a wet room. Some of the 
sick were in a dying condition, und were 
compelled to remain there 24 hours without 
cots or anything to eat. This was done as a 
punishment for* the escape of the two ofli- 
cers. 

A Col. Fowler, on being remonstrated 
with, said the "treatment was to d— d good 
lor you Yankees." A nun could uotpossi- 
bly live on the rations. For days we lived 
on what was called corn bread, which ap- 
peared to be mixed and baked iu a rough 
condition. 

('apt. Emery, another prisoner, testified 
to the same treatment. The money belong- 
ing to the prisoners was taken from them. 
Alter the battle of Chickamaugii fifteen or 
sixteen of the sick were tied on a cart to 
keep from falling oil", although there were 
ambulances not in use. The committee of 
the rebel Seuate knew of their horrible 
treatment but did not notify the Seuate of 
their views iu regard to the matter. 

B. Sweeney, a color sergeant in the army 
and a a prisoner of war for ."> months at 
Belle Isle, testified that there were at least 
1.1,000 prisoners there. It was in the winter. 
About half had shelter. They had about 
half enough food to live on. lie had seen 
men starved to deatb. The bodies of those 
who died were allowed to lie eight or nine 
days in the trenches without being buried. 
They would not allow us to bury them. 
Witness had asked special permission to do 
so and was refused. He helped to carry 
out 10 to 20 per day. He saw men shot dead 
without any cause. His weight was l.">0 
pounds when he went there, and was re- 
duced to 120. 

W. Bull, who was a prisoner at Ander- 
sonville for eleven months, testified that 
the treatment "/as very poor, the men had 
no shelter, but compelled to live in swamps, 
their blankets, hats, caps, and clothing in 
general, and generally taken from them. 

Howell Cobb made a speech there iu Feb- 
ruary. His remarks were bitter; he said 
the treatment was the best tbey could do. 
If the authorities looked after them a little 
more, probably the3' would fare better, he 
only said a few words, and did not seem to 
care much about the prisoners. 

Ttie heat was very intense, the water 
there was filthy, and made more so by gar- 
bage. Cobb in bis speech said something 
about a plan toburuand plunder the North; 
I can't tell what were the words u.-ed. Tbe 
treatment of sick prisoners was \ erv shame- 
ful; they got pitch pine pills for everything; 
they got no regular medicine. Not a cent 
of the prisoners' money was returned to 
them. For months the witness had noth- 
ing to wear but drawers and shirt; his 
clothes had been taken from him. Cloth- 
ing sent there by our government was 
taken by tbe rebei captain in chargo. Over 
half the deaths were by starvation. Tbe 
bad food was the cause of their sickuess, 
and after they got sick the food was no bet- 
ter. He would not think of eating such 
food now, but a man in danger of starva- 
tion would. 

E. W. Ross, clerk in Libby prisou in 
March, ltsoT, testified that the pri.' on was 
m'ned at the time of Kilpatriek's raid. He 
had seen the fuse in Maj. Turner's office. 
It was an eight second fuse, and Turner 
told him it was to set the powder off in case 
the raiders got into the city, and blow up 
the prison and prisoners. The powder was 
taken away in May secretly. Turner was 
a subordinate ollicer of the War Depart- 
ment. 



The Trial. 

Washington, May 25. — This morning a 
witness was called who testified that on the 
13th of April, he searched the baggage of 
Arnold, a short distance from Fortress 
Monroe, and found passes, clothing and a 
«avy revolver. The court here produced 
the pistol, which the witness identified, it 
was loaded then as it was at this time. The 
court ordered the pistol to be discharged. 

Two other witnesses testified as to tho 
horrid treatment of the sick and wounded 
Union prisoners, both in the hospitals and 
at Libby Prison. They were told by Major 
Turner, the keeper of Libby Prison, that 
tho treatment was 

GOOD ENOUGH FOR YANKEES. 

( >ut of forty sick brought in, eight or ten 
died the first night. The weakness and 
emaciation of the prisoners was owing to 
the bad character e nd insufficiency of the 
food. They were told that the bad treat- 
ment was in retaliation, on the ground that 
the rebel prisoners had been worse treated 
than the Union. 

Another witness testified that Libby 
prison was miued, and that Maj. Turner 
had mi. .rmed him that be bad seen General 
Walker on the subject, and the fuse was 
ready for the mine at the time of Kilpat- 
riek's raid. 

Another witness was called, when the 
Judge Advoca'e asked him whether Ar- 
nold was ever in the rebellion. 

Objection was made to tbe question, tbe 
Judge said the question was |>ertineut as 
history had proved the connection between 
treason and the assassination of thw Presi- 
dent. The assassination was manifestly a 
political offense and was the consequence 
of disloyalty. Mr. Ewing said that the 
Court decided that tho question should be 
answered; the witness then replied that he 
saw Arnold in the rsbel uniform in the city 
of Richmond in the beginning of the war. 
Three colored persons testified as to their 
acquaintance with. Dr. Mudd, and sail his 
conduct showed him to be a rebel, and 
stated that he had assisted rebel sohtiers. 

A young man from Georgetown testified 
that the morning after the assassination he 
loaned Atzerot ten dollars, the latter leav- 
ing with him a revolver as security. Tbe 
pistol was produced, which the witness 
identified. It had been loaded ever since.

Sherman Serenaded—He Make- a speech. 

Washington, May — A large number 
of persons to-night, accompanied by a 
band of music, proceeded to the residence 
of Maj. Gen. Sherman to compliment him 
with a serenade. He, however, was out 
speuding the evening. At a subsequent 
hour it was ascertained that he was at tiie 
Metropolitan Hotel, anil thither the parti- 
went. In response to loud cheers and calls 
for Sherman, he appeared on the balcouv 
and spoke as follows: 

I was sorry I was not at home when you 
called to-night, for I am here a stranger iu 
a strange bouse, aud have no right to use it 
for this purpose, but I thank you for your 
kindness to me and the army 1 command. 
[Cheers.] There are too many noisy omui- 
busses and street cars in this town for me. 
[Laughter.] We like pine woods Letter, for 
there we can be hoard and felt too. [Ap- 
plause; cries ''that's so."] 

He resumed: Tbere are no more rebels 
now; they have gone up. [Laughter; cries 
of "that's so," "good for you," Ac] I re- 
peat, I am thankful to the people for the 
manifestations of friendship extended to 
the army yesterday; everybody seemed to 
be in the streets. I know every soldier felt 
and appreciated the welcome, not only in 
the streets, but in every house. I thauk 
you in the name of the army for your ap- 
preciation ol what tbey have done in the 
past, promising that they will in luture re- 
ciprocate it. 

I have not and will not make a speech, 
but j'ou must regard all farther silence for 
what I mean. Three cheers and a tiger 
were given, and be retired during a pat- 
riotic air by the band. 

Gens. Howard, Slocum and BstB were 
called out and made brief speeches, which 
were enthusiastically received. The crowd 
had now iargt ly increased, and in r> spouse 
to impatient cries for Sherman, he again 
appeared and said: 1 don't intend to make 
a speech, but merely to say I am a thou- 
sand times obliged to you. 

1 speake it from my heart for the magnif- 
icent reception whicu you gave us yester- 
day. 

Generals Logan, Jeff C. Davis — the ri<;ht 
Uavis as some in the crowd said -Han. Bfl 
and others, were called for, but tbey were 
not present. The meeting was most en- 
thusiastic. 

Surrender of the stonewall at Havana. 

YVAsiiiNoroN, May 25. — Official intelli- 
gence has been received of the uucondit i. .n- 
al surrender of the rebel ram Stonewall to 
the Spanish authorities at Havana. The 
Shenandoah is believed to be tbe last rem- 
nant or tbe rebel navy left. When last 
heard from she was prowling in tho Indian 
ocean. 

President Johnson has removed his oflice 
from the War Department to the Executive 
muusion, which for the tirst time since the 
President's death was to-day thrown open 
to visitors. 

Secretary Seward, supported by two ser- 
vants and accompanied by his daughter, 
visited the President to-day, the President 
L-'iving him audieueo in the blue room be- 
low stairs. _ 

The Review. 

New Yohk, May 25.— The morning pa- 
pers devote much space to the account of 
the review of the armieB of Tennessee aud 
Georgia. The rev ew is represented as 
being very grand. 

Gen. Blair's curpt was followed by a small 
train of pack mules, with a crowd of con- 
trabands and droves of animal-" of all 
kinds, as if they had just returned from B 
foraging expedition. 

The appearance of the troops was credi- 
table to all their officers, and evinced ■ 
thorough discipline aud sjdendiil appear- 
ance throughout tbe entire commam'.

Miscellaneous. 

Washington, May 25. — Ex-Governor 
Letcher, who was on Monday at Lexington 
by a detachment of troops, arrived here 
to-day, aud has been committed to Old 
Capitol. He was dressed iu tbe garb of a 
farmer at tho time of his capture. Colonel 
Harrison, Davis' private secretary, has also 
been brought to Washington and securely 
lodged in prison. 

Tne waterproof cloak and shawl worn by 
Davis, at tbe time of his capture, was pre- 
sented to War Department to-day by Col. 
Pritchard. I : 

Tae cloak was worn as a shirt and th • 
shawl was placed under the female apparel. 
Davis wore a full suit of drab and a pair of 
cavalry boots. He also transferred to the 
Department the colors of the 15th Pennsyl- 
vania volunteers, found in the baggage of 
the rebel party. 

Mrs. Davis and Mrs. Clay were very de- 
fiant and sarcastic. 

Tbe Secretary of War in the name of the 
people and the President, returned thanks 
to Colonel aud Pritchard lor the gallantry 
and activity exhibited by him in the pur- 
suit of the greatest criminal of the age, re 
marking that uoon the receipt of his rejiort 
the reward of the President for the appre- 
hension of Davis would be distribute.! to 
the men who were properly entitled to it, 
and a medal of honor awarded to each one 
who participated in the capture. 

AtVr Mrs. Hallahan's testimony, Mrs. 
Howard f'it/patrick C-stitied that she 
boarded at Mrs. Surratt's from the tith of 
October till her arrest after the assassina- 
tion. She only saw Payne there three 
times; the last time in March. Alzerat 
onlv stayed a short time; she believed Mrs. 
Surratt sent him away. Weichlman was 
treated like a son. Booth was there the 
Monday before the murder. Tbe last time 
witness saw John Surratt was the night he 
left home, two weeks before the assassina- 
tion. 

B. F. Gwynn resides near Surratsville, 
testified he was at Mrs. Surrat's house th» 
day of the murder; she gave him a letter 
for Mrs North; saw J. M. Lloyd that day 
at Ma lboro, parted with him on the road 
that evening. Did not see him afterwards, 
he had been drinking right smart; did not 
see him again. 

R. J. Counelly testified to his coming 
from Baltimore with O'Laughlin Thursday 
eveuiug; they went to Llchrou's or Runi- 
men's Hotel; O'Laughlin asked me to go 
to the National Hotel; when he got there 
he went to the desk, telling me to wait, he 
would detain me only a few minutes; ho 
left me standing at the door, and returning 
in three or five minutes we wout back to 
Lichrou's. and then up the avenue.
